Teachers and other volunteers will serve as registrars at the 

schools. School staffs are responsible for the issuance of the new 
ration books which will be turned over J* the local rationing 
boards after the registration. 

No new registrations for rationing books (No. I or No. 2) 
will be issued at this time. Persons who have never registered 
for a ration book may do so at their local rationing board after 

March 15. 

Persons wishing to obtain their War Ration Book No. L must 
present War Ration Book No. I (containing sugar, coffee and 
shoe coupons). This will be your proof of rationing registration. 
It will be stamped or marked and returned to you. 

Also, persons wishing to obtain their War Ration Book No. 2 
must present their Consumer Declaration form properly filled out 
to show the supply goods they have on hand. 

Men or women in the armed services, whose subsistence is 
provided by the Government at service mess, are not entitled to 
hold War Ration Book No. I or to receive War Ration Book No. 2. 
When a man or woman enters the service these books should be 
returned to local rationing boards. 

Volunteers will be on hand at the schools to answer questions 
and explain the point rationing system.

Many Accused As Buy- 
ers Assert Innocence 
Ot lllefal Intention 

Other indictments are forth- 
coming, according to OPA offi- 
cials, on the tire black market 
which was exposed last week when 
105 indictments were Issued for 
persons in Philadelphia and ad- 
joining counties. 

The first list of indictments in- 
cluded several prominent Mont- 
gomery Count ians and residents 
of the Main Line. Besides Phila- 
delphia and Montgomery the other 
counties where the tires were sold 
included Berks, Bucks, Schuylkill. 
Lehigh. Lancaster and Lebanon. 

There were only two ringleaders 
named in the indictments and the 
others were accused of being dis- 
tributors in buyers. According to 
statements made by many of the 
buyers they were unaware that 
they had purchased black market 
tires. 

Sale of tires was frozen Decem- 
ber 26, 1911. and the black mar- 
ket became active last Summer. 

OPA agents estimated 0000 tires 
were sold and profits exceeded $1,- 
000.000. 

Two Philadelphia tire salesmen 
were named as the ringleaders.

Red Cross Here 
Seeks $350,000 

Huge Quota Increase 
Due To Expansion Of 
War Services 

A thousand Main Line volun- 
teers will start out on March 3 to 
raise $3ri0.000 for the 1943 War 
Fund of the American Red Cross. 
That amount is the quota set for 
the Main Line Branch. The 1942 
iiuota was $55,000. The reason? 
War services. 

Last year, 1,500.000 servicemen 
and their families were given di- 
rect aid, and 5S00 Red Cross work- 
ers served with the armed forces. 
With the constantly expanding 
win program, these figures will he 
greatly increased. Already, in the 
first six weeks, of 1913, an in- 
cicnsr is apparent. 

Last year, more than a million 
packages were scut to war prison- 
ers in Axis-held countries. This 
year, each prisoner gets one pack- 
age every two weeks from the Red 
Cross. 

Last year. 50 percent of the 
donations received was used for 
these and other Red Cross serv- 
ices to men in the armed forces, 
including the making of surgical 
dressings, building of recreational 
facilities and collecting; blood 
plasma. This year, 70 percent of 
the donations leceivcd will be so 
used 

Frederick W. Drcher. chairman 
of the War Fund committee for 
the Main Line Branch, announced 
this week that the drive will ope;i 
officially with a luncheon on 
March 2 in a vacant market in 
Suburban Square. Ardmore, when 
the speaker will be Robert E. 
Bondy, national administrator of 
services to the armed forces. Can- 
teen workers from the Main Line 
Branch will serve the luncheon.

List Your Coffee 

C— You are now ready +o fill out the form 

First, under the heading "Coffee," in the blank space at the 
right of No. I, write in the number of pounds of coffee you had 
on hand November 28, less one pound for every member of the 
family, 14 years of age or older. You were told to make a note o 
coffee on hand November 28 when coffee rationing began. If 
there are five members of your family-Pop, Mom Grandpa, a 
boy of 18 and a girl of 1 2— you would be entitled to have four 
pounds of coffee on hand. If you had only one pound or less for 
each person over 14, you would print a big O in the blank 
space, or write "None." If you had six pounds of coffee on hand 
and there were four members of your family over 14, you would 
enter in the blank space the figure "2." 

If you have lost your November 28 inventory of coffee on 
your shelves, or if you can't remember it, they'll probably ask 
you to guess. 

Second, enter in the blank space at the right of question 2 
the number of people in your household over 14 years of age tor 
whom a War Ration Book No. I was issue* In the five-member 
family given above as an example, the number to enter would 
be "4." The 12-year-qld daughter would have a book for sugar, 
but could get no coffee. 

How to Figure It 

Third, figure out the number of cans of goods you're entitled 

to have on hand. Suppose your February 2 I inventory shows that 

you have on the pantry shelves four cans of fruits, eight cans of 

' vegetables, six cans of vegetable juice, five cans of soup, one jar 

of chili sauce and three bottles of catsup. 

That adds up to 27 units. All right, there are five members 
of the typical family as listed above. They're entitled to have on 
hand five cans per person, or a total of 25. So, in the blank space 
at the right of question 3, the correct figure to enter would be 
"2." (27 minus 25.1 

Fourth, put in the blank space opposite question 4, the num- 
ber of persons for whom you are making application for Book 
No. 2. In the family example given, the number would be 5. 

Print the Names 

Finally, print the names of the members of your family, and 
opposite each name put the serial number appearing on the War 
Ration Book No. I issued for that person. _ 

Sign your name and put in the address, and then you re all 
set to go to register for your Book No. 2. Be sure to take this 
consumer declaration form with you, and also the War Ration 
Book No. I for every person for whom you're applying for a Book 
No. 2. If you don't take the Book I with you, you won't be given 

a Book 2. . 

As a warning, note that the penalty for making a false state- 
ment on this form is 10 years' imprisonment, or $10,000 fine, or 
both.

SERVICE WITHOUT A FORMAL AU REVOIR 

Narberth ci+iiens are not content to let the young men of 
the town slip quietly into the Service without some cordial rec- 
ognition of their departure on a great mission. 

The Committee in charge will be aware of those who are 
called by the Draft Board, but it will not be informed officially 
of those who otherwise enter the Armed Forces. 

It is therefore requested that the relatives of those local 
men who volunteer for active field duty, in the Army, Marines 
or Navy, shall please inform the Committee of the facts, so 
that the gift-paclcage, etc., may be provided. 

Unless this is done, all concerned are apt to be disappoint- 
ed, as it is only by the cooperation of their folks that informa- 
tion can be had of such special enlistments. 

In several cases, men who were not drafted failed to re- 
ceive the Christmas Boxes, only because the committee was not 
properly informed, despite the numerous urgent requests for 
such data that were made. 

The result was that the Committee was rather severely re- 
buked when the relatives finally realized (after many weeks had 
passed) what their oversight had cost, but in no instance did 
they accept the onus nor agree that they alone were account- 
able for the omission. 

The same sort of thing should be avoided in the Au Revoir 
Package, which is quite worth while, and which the citizens are 
anxious to give to each man who enters the Service. 

The Draft Board, with excellent good will, isekeeping the 
Committee well informed regarding the men it calls — informa- 
tion regarding the others must come from the relatives of the 
men concerned as there is utterly no other way of securing it. 

A postal will be better than a phone call — address Nar- 
berth Citizens Committee.

Bargain Justice

read: "Lflwer Merlon's bargain 
justice for bWekoiit violations

By 
this arrangement the Township 
government seems to be usurp- 
ing judicial function . We a-dc 
the solicitor, Isn't this an in- 
vasion of democracy's trinity of 
legislative, judicial and admin- 
istrative powers - .'" 
If the Lower Merion Defense 
Council conforms to the rules of 
the minor judiciary it will nullify 
the action of I^owi'i Morion com- 
missioners in passing the blackout 
violations ordinance. 

Whether anyone s case will be 
disposed cf under the blackout 
violations ordinnnoe is question- 
able because no blackout has oc- 
curred since its passage, 

Magistrates contend that the 
proposal to circumvent the minor 
judiciary lacks legal background 
and would lead to dangerous prac- 
tices. They contend that air raid 
wardens are confused as to the 
meaning and Intent of the black- 
out violations ordinances. and 
many of them fool that it is taking 
the teeth out the enforcement work 
they have volunteered to do. They 
have told magistrates that they 
want their cases to go through the 
judiciary channels prescribed by 
the State law. The State Defense 
Act provides that fines, not exceed- 
ing $200. shall be imposed for 
blackout violations. 

The order of the local minor 
judiciary was discussed at a meet- 
ing of the Lower Merion^Defense 
Council Tuesday afternoon.

Food rationing, shortages and unevenly distributed supplies make it 
every woman's patriotic duty to see that every bit of food is used and none 
wasted. Though no actual figures exist on the amount of food wasted in the 
United States, estimates run into fantastic figures. The nation as a whole 
wants daily variety and has been loathe to see the same food appear on the 
table several days in succession. But this attitude is due for a change if we 
are to win the battle of food supply. 

Rationing of canned goods will find many households with smaller sup- 
plies of these products than they have been accustomed to keep on hand. 
Rationing of meat, due to start somewhat later, will limit the amount of that 
important dietary item which a household may consume. In these two foods 
at least, the necessity of making full use of them will be forcibly impressed 
o" everyone. But all foods must be conserved. No usable left-overs should 
be thrown into the, garbage pail, and no food must be allowed to spoil. 

Buy only what you need. Use ingenuity about disguising left-overs in 
tempting wriys. Store perishable foods carefully.

Adelizzi Biothi'ls. lnnp established 
tailors and cleaners of 1"2 F'onest 
av., have expei teneed their great- 
est war time difficulties in obtain- 
ing such things as metal coat 
hangeis and moth-proof bags. 

For metal coat hangeis they are 
substituting cardhoaid hangeis, 
and if their customers, want tu help 
out they are asking them to send 
back the metal ones. 

Fortunately, they point out. that 
all the materials used in cleaning 
are still available. This, they say. 
is of major importance because 
clothing conservation depends on 
keeping one's wardrobe clean and 
in good repair. 

Like other Narberth merchants 
they have been forced to curtail 
deliveries. They are only delivering 
five days a week and have made 
a rule to make only one stop u clay 
to a home. 

As yet their .-killed tailors have 
not been drafted for the army or 
absorbed by the manpowei demand 
of defense plants. These men have 
an average of 17 years' experience 
in the business. 

"So far," the Adelizzi brothers 
explain, "our difficulties have been 
only minor compared with other 
businesses and trades. Like others 
we are anxious to make what busi- 
ness adjustments are necessary to 
win the war and win it quickly. As 
our Narberth Business Council has 
pointed out. co-operation of cus- 
tomers and merchants is an essen- 
tial part of the program.''
